Sale of the large parcel of property 
on the west side of Spring street. 
between Cain and Harris streets, said 
to be valued in excess:of $200,000, 
and representing one of the principal 
real estate holdings of the Phoenix 
Realty company, has been contracted 
for, it was learned definitely Friday. 
The contract was reported to be 
signed by Perry Adair, as agent for 
the purchaser, and Thomas H. Scott, 
as president of the Phoenix corpora- 
tion, in which C. S. Carnes, default- 
ing treasurer of the Baptist Home 
Mission board, was a_ large stock- 
holder. 

Actual transfer of the title to the 
property is expected to be made to- 
day after examination of the title is 
completed. Sale of this valuable asset 
of the Phoenix Realty company was 
made possible through a meeting of 
the stockholders, at which time the 
president of the corporation was au- 
thorized to negotiate for the sale and 
consummate the transaction on the 
basis agreed upon in the contract. 

Lot Largely Vacant. 

The parcel, which has a frontage 
of 206 feet on Spring street and ex- 
tends back 200 feet to what is known 
as Winship alley in the rear, is large- 
ly vacant. A small portion of the lot 
has been improved with a garage 


building. The transaction includes an- 
other adjoining parcel giving an out- 
let on Cain street with a 16-foot 
frontage and running north from Cain 
100 feet to connect with the major 
parcel in the rear. 

The deal was made as an exchange 


of equities. The Phoenix Realty com- 


pany took in xchange for its prop- 
erty a vacant lot on the west side of 
Spring street, near Carnegie way, 
fronting 25 feet on Spring and having 
a depth of 47 feet. The balance of 
the consideration was said to be made 
in cash. Both parcels were burdened 
with loans, it was stated. 

The names of the purchasing, parties, 
other than Mr. Adair as agent, were 
not disclosed, and no statement was 
forthcoming as to possible development 
of the large parcel, it being under- 
stood that the purchase was made as 
an investment.

NOTE FROM MOTHER 
CAUSES TEARS 


Finis Is Written to Most 
Brutal Murder in Cali- 
fornia History; Body 
Taken to San Francisco. 


San Quentin Prison, Cal., October 
19.—(United News.)—A last letter 
from ‘nother, the mother who reared 
and taught him the virtues of right- 
eousness, broke the iron nerve of Wil- 
liam Edward Hickman, and he fell 
through the death trap today in & 
virtual state of collapse. 

“The Fox,” slayer of Marion Par- 
ker, Los Angeles schoolgirl, was 
hanged at 10:10 a. m., the state of 
California claiming its toll for the 
most atrocious crime ever committed 
within its borders. 

The bravado that amazed even the 
most seasoned prison guards and offi- 
cials and caused them to call him “the 
coolest man that ever faced death,” 
snapped completely the moment he 
stepped on the death trap. His knees 
sagged and for a moment it appeared 
he would fall to the floor. 

Attendant guards stepped forward 
quickly, braced the shaking form and 
an instant later the hangman's signal 


to cut the rope that sent Hickman 
to his death was executed. 

Fifteen minutes later he was pro- 
nounced “dead.” 

The final message from his mother, 
Mrs. Eva Hickman, brought the first 
withering of the calm, cool manner 
with which the youth had discussed 
his fate. The letter was one of four 
taken to the death cell shortly be- 
fore the guards came to lead him to 
the scaffold.

GASOLINE STORAGE 
LIMIT IS APPROVED 


Mayor Signs Paper Bar- 
ring Tanks Holding More 
Than 2,700 Gallons; Oil 
Firm To Get Hearing. 


Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Friday aft- 
ernoon approved a series of ordinances 
designed to limit storage of gasoline 
and other inflammable substances in 
the fire limits of the city tv 2,700 gal- 
lons to a single tank. 


In approving the paper, the mayor 
asked Councilman William E. Saun- 
ders, of the twelfth ward and chair- 
man of the Atlanta fire board, to call 
a special meeting of the fire body 
to give officials of the Southern Oil 
Stores, Inc., of Birmingham, an op- 
portunity to be heard. The company 
asked permission to establish two 20,- 
000-gallon tanks on a site on White- 
hall street for sale of gasoline. Pas-~ 
sage of the papers and approval Fri- 
day by the mayor precludes issuance 
of the permit unless the ordinance is 
amended, ; 

The ordinances prevent establish- 
ment of any tank for inflammable 
substances in the fire limits with a 
greater capacity than 2,700; provide 
for retention of all wholesale stations 
and storages outside the fire limits; 
make it unlawful to connect pipe lines 
from wholesale to retail tanks, and 
provide that where tanks are placed 
in buildings they shall not be larger 
than 1,100. These must be buried at 
east three feet underground. 

All tanks must be underground ex- 

cept in cases of use of the combustibles 
as fuel. Permits for installation of 
such tanks must be obtained from the 
chief of the fire department after 
specifications are furnished to and ap- 
proved by him. 
_ Action of council was taken follow- 
ing a conference with officials of the 
underwriters’ association to reduce the 
fire hazard to the minimum. Mr. 
Saunders declared he would 
meeting of the fire board to hear rep- 
resentatives of the Southern Oil stores 
after Chief William B. Cody, of the 
fire department, returns to the city. 
Violation of any of the above en- 
acted ordinances is punishable by fines 
not exceeding $200 or 30 days in jail, 
or both at ‘the discretion of the re- 
corder.

DANIELS SAYS SMITH WILL KEEP PROMISE 


Stronger Than Dry Law 


Nashville, Tenn., October 19.—(#) 
After he and an enthusiastic audience 
listened to Governor Alfred Smith’s 
Chicago speech as it was broadcast in 
Ryman auditorium here tonight by 
radio, Josephus Daniels, North Caro- 
lina publisher, virtually disregarded 
the text of his prepared address and 
for : >proximatel: two hours flayed 
special privilege in government and 
charged the republican party with 
such practice. 

The former secretary of the navy 
reviewed the activities of his depart- 
ment during -President Wilson’s ad- 
ministration and then launehed into a 
denunciation of republican cabinet 
members who he said “enthroned privi- 
lege in the place of equality.” 

“Either Herbert Hoover knew of 
the dishonest transactions in the eabi- 
net, or he did not know,” Mr. Daniels 
said. “If he knew he is not fit to be 
president of the United States, and if 
he did not know, then where was he?’ 

Mr. Daniels said the _ republican 
party existed in the south only for 
federal patronage and charged that 
negro delegates insured Mr. Hoover's 
nomination, 

“Even honest republicans know their 
party exists only in the south so dele- 
gates to national conventions can be 


purchased,” Mr. Daniels said. “A yote 
for Mr. Hoover is a. vote for that 
party, and what assurance have we 
that Mr. Hoover will not keep such 
cattle in federal offices in the south 
as some who now hold positions, 

“Every drop of southern blood in 
me is against the Mary Boozes and 
Perry Howards of Mississippi and the 
Cohens of Louisiana.” 

After declaring he favored without 
reservation government control of 
water sites, Mr. Daniels, a dry lead- 
er, said southern democrats should re- 
member “thou shalt not steal” is a 
greater commandment than “thou 
shalt not booze.” 

“I know where Gov. Smith stands 
on prohibition,” he said, “and I do 
not know where Herbert Hoover 
stands. I know Gov. Smith will en- 
force the law.

ROAD SIGNBOARDS 
BANNEDBY COUNTY 


Resolution Will Eliminate 
All Advertising on Ful- 
ton Highways; Remov- 
al To Begin at Once. 


Elimination of all billboards and 
signboards from the highways of Ful- 
ton county was ordered Friday by the 
board of county commissioners. 


Captain A. A. Clark, county super- 
intendent of publie works, was direct- 
ed to notify all outdoor advertising 
com panies. of: the board's order and to 
tear down all signs which have been 
erected by individuals. 

The board's order came when it 
unanimously adopted a resolution of- 
fered by Dr. W. L. Gilbert, a mem- 
ber of the commission, who asserted 
that “the cluttering up of our county 
highways presents a most’ woeful 
scene, in that all the beauty of our 
rural section is hidden from view by 
scores of signboards and billboards 
erected for personal and private gain.” 

There was little discussion and no 
debate on the Gilbert resolution. The 
commissioner, in explaining his pur- 
pose, said: 

Scenery Becoming Ruined. 

“There is a proper place for every- 
thing including advertising. Our high- 
ways are so designed to give tourists 
and Atlanta motorists the most beau- 
tiful scenery possible, but that scenery 
is becoming ruined by the ever-increas- 
ing number of billboards and signs. 

“When a man puts his family in 
their motor car and sallies forth to 
view the beauties of nature the splen- 
did scenery of Fulton county is de- 
nied him because at every few feet 
there is erected a billboard or sign- 
board. It is my idea to remove al 
of them at once. I am sure that 
though + e advertising firms may con- 
sider it a hardship on them _ the 
pleasure-seeking citizens will agree 
with the board that alomg our '.igh- 


Dr. Gilbert added that although the 
county commission was unable. to 
touch those signs erected on private 
property back of the right-of-way 
from the highway he hoped that at 
some future day there would be a way 
“ered for acting against these signs, 
also. 

Owner Can Rent Space. 

“If a property owner wishes to per- 
mit the use of his property by ad- 
vertising firms or to rent space to 
them it is his business,” Dr. Gilbert 
said, “but I do not think that many 
of them would do it if they would 
consider how much a single unsightly 
sign detracts from the general ap- 
pearance of their places. 

“Most of the people living in the 
rural districts of Fulton county re- 
side in those outlying sections because 
they want to make and keep their 
home beautiful and I do not think 
that there are many who are receiving 
a monetary reward from advertising 
firms for the use of their properties.” 

An amendment to the Gilbert reso- 
lution, which was adopted, was offer- 
ed by Chairman Walter Stewart. The 
amendment provided that no new 
buildings would be permitted to ad- 
join the right-of-way of any highway. 
The superintendent of public works 
was ordered to inform all persons 
projecting new buildings to keep them 
at a short distance from the right-of- 
way. 

Superintendent Clark announced 
after Friday's meeting that early next 
week he would make a tour of the 
county, note all signs of any conse- 
quence on the right-of-ways and im- 
mediately order their removal. He 
said that he would put a crew of 
workmen at once on the task of tear- 
ing down what he referred to as “wild- 
cat” s 

Charles B. Shelton, county attor- 
ney, said Friday night that the board 
acted within its authority in ordering 
the removal of the signs. : 

“Undoubtedly the order will not 
find favor with some of the advertis- 
ing concerns,” Mr. Shelton said, “but 
it is a matter solely in the hands of

In.my speech at Louisville last Sat- 
urday night I offered from the record 
absolute proof that the republican ad- 
ministration paralyzed the tariff com- 
mission recommended by President 
Taft 20 years ago and later by Presi- 
dent Wilson. The purpose, and only 
purpose, of the tariff commission is to 
lay before congress the facts and fig- 
ures from which an intelligent and un- 
derstandable tariff bill ean be drawn.

It is a matter of common knowledge 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this land that the republican party 
in the last seven and a half years has 
entirely closed its eyes to the problem 
of prohibition. Its record is one of 
double dealing and double crossing. It 
has attempted the impossible by try- 
ing to carry water on both shoulders.

Should Seek Improvement. 

Ss far as I am concerned, govern- 
ment should be constructive and not 
destructive ; progressive, not reaction- 
ary.

This I stated in my speech of ac- 
ceptance and its sums up in a few 
words my attitude to the progressive

There 
was no provision authorizing a suit 
on the part of the unfortunate woman 
w'.o was the real sufferer. If the 
lynching took place in one county and 
the body was carried into an adjoin- 
ing county, the taxpayers of that 
county could also be sued for $10,000. 

“He succeeded in getting this bill 
passed through the lower house but 
when it reached the senate Honorable 
Oscar Underwood, of Alabama, took 
the floor and filibustered until the bill 
was defeated. The republican plat- 
form adopted at Kansas City carries 
a plank indorsing this atrocious bill. 

“Only recently Congressman Dyer 
made a speech in St. Louis from which 
{ will quote: ‘Herbert Hoover will 
blow the “solid south” to pieces in the 
November election. It is just as logi- 
eal and reasonable for congress to en- 
act laws for the enfércement of the 
14th and 15th amendments as it is 
for congress to pass the Volstead act 
for the enforcement of the prohibition 
amendment.’

Another Georgia doctor. the gover- 
nor stated. discovered the use of 
manipulated anesthesia, or hy nnotism, 
in operations, while yet another was 
the first to diseover that erisipelas 
cannot occur on two separate portions 
of the patient's body at the same 
time,

CURTIS EXTOLS 6 0 
ON ITS TARIFF RECORD 


Trenton, N. J., October 19.—(>)— 
Continuation of republican rule on 
the record of this administration was 
advocated by Senator Charles Curtis, 
the republiean vice presidential nomi- 
nee, in an address here tonight which 
was broadcast over a nation-wide ra- 
dio hookup. . 

““‘We have established the Ameri- 
can system of protection for the farm- 
er, the factory, the mine and Ameri- 
can labor,” he said. “We have re- 
dueed the national debt from $24.- 
000,000,000 in 1921 to $17,000,000,- 
000 in round numbers in 1928. We 
have reduced income taxes four times, 
relieving more than 2,000,000 | tax- 
payers of smal! income from the pay- 
ment of an income tax. 

Comifig to Trenton tonight after a 
day spent in touring northern New 
Jersey, Senator Curtis appeared very 
tired. He had spoken out of doors at 
the Flemington Fair grounds to a 
party rally there in the afternoon 
and had said a few words at night 
before coming here to republican 
women gathered in Elks’ club at New- 
ark. His voice was hoarse. 

The nominee was accompanied here 
and threnughout the day by Senator 
Edge and republiean state candidates.

To this query only 
Tarver answered. 
fellows: 

“Answermg your telegram, which 
is apparently sent as a part of pe- 
litical propaganda and doubtless in- 
tended to be used in connection with 
the present presidential campaign, 
desire to state that in my judgement 
no legislation of-the kind indicated 
is mecessary or deSired by the major- 
ity of the American people. If such 
legislation is desirable, why do you 
not obtain a statement from your can- 
didate for president stating that he fa- 
vors it? Why do yon not at least 
ask him if he favors it and publish 
his reply?” 

Representative Carl Vinson, ques- 
tioned by The Constitutien as to his 
attitude on the qnestionngire, said: 

“Tl have simply thrown it in the 
waste basket.

“The undersigned citizens of t 

south, some of them supporters of the 
one presidential candidate and some 
of the other, desire unitedly to voice 
this public protest against the injec- 
tion of the race question into the pres- 
ent political campaign,” it said. 
“Had either political group alone 
been responsible for raising this sub- 
ject we would hesitate to make this 
statement, lest it be thought partisan. 
Rut it is being raised by partisans 
of both sides, who for the purpose of 
driving voters into their respective 
camps, are, in our judgment, reopen- 
ing the healing wounds of bitterness 
and hate. 


Appeals Irrelevant. 

“We believ. these appeals are both 
 jrrelevant and dangerous. It is our 
hope that no one will be deterred by 
them from calmly considering the real 
issues and voting his honest convic- 
tions; and certainly that no one wil 
allow them to inflame his mind with 
antagonism toward our negre neigh- 
bors, who too long have been pawns 
“jn the game of politics. Any attempt 
to influence men &nd women with an 
issue so untimely is unworthy of the 
white man and unjust to all.

WAR PROSPERITY BOON 


President Speaks at Dedica- 
tion of Battle Field at 
Fredericksburg. 


Washington, October 19.—@)— 
President Coolidge returned to Wash- 
ington tonight from Fredericksburg, 
Va., where he delivered the principal 
address today at the dedication of the 
Fredericksburg and Spottsylvania 
county battle field memorial. ‘ 

Delivering the principal address at 
the dedication of the Fredericksburg 
and Spottsylvania eounty battle field 
memorial at Fredericksburg, President 
Coolidge ascribed today America’s 
present prosperity and power directly 
to the outcome of the civil war. 

Speaking from a stand erected on 
the scene of the battle of Fredericks- 
burg in 1862, Mr. Coolidge reviewed 
present conditions in the United States 


saying that “similar prosperity and, 


living conditions were never before ex- 
perienced by any people in human 
history.”

Georgia Tech's rugged outfit, never- 
theless, will be well advised to watch 
Rockne’s young men this afternoon, 
particularly a nimble pair of ball- 
carriers named Niemiec and Chevigny. 
They may be just as difficult to stop 
as their names are to pronounce, 

Rockne’s pessimism over this fall's 
campaign has been partly justified by 
the showing of the Hoosiers in their 
three games so far. They barely beat 
Clark Shaughnessy’s Loyola eleven, . 
from New Orleans: absorbed a de- 
cisive defeat at the hands of Wis+ 
consin, but rallied to beat the Navy 
last week ago at Chicago by a sin- 
gle touchdown while 122, specta- 
tors looked on. ,

Now that all of the big teams, with 
the exception of\ Illinois, have played 
in important games, they will put up 
better football. 

In most opening games players, 
especially new ones, are likely to miss 
signals. The rapid change from de~ 
fense to offense requires them to re- 
adjust their thinking suddenly, and 
this often makes them unsteady men- 
tally. This is one reason there are 
likely to be more fumbles in early 


games. 
Illinois to Open. 

Illinois and Wisconsin, the only 
teams which have not met a big ten 
rival, will open their conference can. 
paigns, the Illini against Indiana and 
Wisconsin against Purdue. The 
Badgers, however, have been tested by 
their triumph over Notre Dame, so it 
is probably safe to say Illinois’ ap- 
pearance attracts the most interest, 
since the Illini are champions and 
there is much curiosity regarding their 
present strength. Also, this is the 
only meeting of two undefeated big 
ten teams. , 

Illinois has a promising new quar- 
terback, Fields, with ability to pass. 
But otberwise our new material does 
not amount to much and thirteen let- 
ter men will have to carry the burden. 
Several of these did not even play the 
60 minutes in a season required for 
letter awards. 

Indiana has nincteen letter men. 
Page’s backfield is as good as ours and 
the game will be a test for our line. 
We'll find out if we have developed 
ends, centers and tackles. By beating 
Michigan, Indiana gained morale, but 
we have plenty of that quality. 

Purdue to Be Hard. 

Last year Wisconsin won from Pur- 
due, although the Boilermakers were 
favorites. But. now the situation 's 
different. Wisconsin has defeated 
Notre Dame and Purdue has fallen be- 
fore Minnesota. But Purdue will be 
harder to beat and Wisconsin must 
have a stronger offense than exhibited 
against the Irish. 

Coach Thistlethwaite has had con- 
siderable experience against Notre 
Dame strategy, which will be used by 
Coach Phelan, of Purdue. My belief 
is that Wiseonsin’s line will prove su- 
perior and this inclines me to give the 


Everything favors Ohio State 
against Michigan, which has suffered 
two defeats. This means the coaches 
have had to keep reorganizing and 
changing. Michigan_ misses Ooster-

BY CHIEF TO WAIT 
FOR GREEN LIGHTS 


Chief of Police James L. Beavers 
Friday issued orders to traffic police- 
men to rigidly enforce a mandate of 
the department requiring pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic to cross inter- 
sections controlled by the synchronized 
light system only after the amber 
lights have changed and the green 
lights appear.

FOES OF GOV. SMITH 


Barnesville, Ga., October 19.— 


Speaking here today to a great crowd 
from Pike, Monroe, Lamar and Up- 
son counties, Judge John S. Candler, 
of Atlanta, exploded a shell in the 
camp of those who he said have been 
seeking to misrepresent the position 
of Governor Alfred E. Smith with 
reference to the negro. 

Reading from the October issue of 
The Nation, a nationally circulated 
magazine published in New York 
city, Judge Candler quoted the words 
of Dr. W. E. Burgardt DuBois, the 
negro editor of The Crisis, and the 
outstanding negro publicist of Amer- 
ica, as follows. 

“In all Governor Smith’s long ca- 
reer he has sedulously avoided recog- 
nizing negroes in any way. He has 
twice vetoed bills which would have 
given a colored magistrate to Har- 
lem. He has never given a negro 
any major appointment. He has sel- 
dom been willing to receive a negro 
delegation and it is doubtful if he 
has met personally in all his career 
a half dozen of the 250,000 negroes 
in his state.” 

Judge Candler declared that Du- 
Bois formerly was a_ resident of 
Georgia, a member of the faculty of 
the Atlanta university, a negro col- 
lege, where he occupied the chair of 
sociology. 

“In addition to complaining that 
Governor Smith has never recognized 
the negroes of New York in any way, 
DuBois, in- his article asserts that 
Governor Smith refused point blank 
to say a single word that could he 
construed by ‘anyone as an appeal for 
the negro vote, although many efforts 
were made to have him do so,” said 
Judge Candler.

To New Highs in Rush To Buy 


New York, October 19.—(>)— 


Feverish speculation, in which prices 
moved capriciously over wide ranges, 
caused the second biggest day in ‘the 
history of the curb market today. To- 
tal sales approximated 1,655,800, as 
compared to 1,835,000 on May 14 last. 

Nearly 30 issues were sent up to 
new high prices for the year or longer. 
but heavy profit taking and week-end 
liquidation reduced a number of gains 
and resulted in a number of net losses 
throughout the list. 


Activity centered in the low-priced 
radio issues, Canadian Marconi selling 
up 2 5-8 points to 10, a new high, in 
a turnover of 268,500 shares. Next 
to a turnover of more than 500,000 
shares in that issne Iast March, to- 
day's dealing was the largest on rec- 
ord in a single curb issue. De Forest 
radio was also bought heavily, touch- 
ing a new top at 22 7-8 in a gain of. 
more than 4 points. 

National Sugar and Galesburgh 
Coulter Dise spurted up about 10 
points each, but their gains were not 
maintained. Libby Owens also soared 
10 points to a new top. American 
Milling, Sidney Blumenthal, Federal] 
Screw, Huyler’s of Delaware, Lane 
Bryant, Safeway Stores and United 
Carbon preferred were among issues 


riding from ® to 6 points to new 
peaks,. The new Columbia Grapho- 


phone shares sold up to 57 in a turn- 
over of 180,000 shares. 

On the other side, American Chain, 
Campbell, Wyant, Club Aluminum, 
Cohn Hall Marx and Hood Rubber 
sold down from 8 to 5 points, while 
Realty Associates of Brooklyn, a re- 
cent strong feature, dropped 15 points. 
Bliss and Company, Granite City 
Steel, Newton Steel, and a number 
of other recent favorites yielded to 
realizing. 

Oils displayed group strength. 
Barnsdall debenture rights were again 
in demand at new high levels, while 
Darby Petroleum slightly extended its 
gain, and Standard of Kentucky 
jumped 2 points to 140, its previous 
high. Gulf of Pennsylvania encoun- 
tered profit-taking. 

Mines were also strong. Newmont 
forged ahead 9 points and Roan Ante- 
lope jumped 3 points to a new top. 

Utilities turned irregular. Amer- 
ican Light and Traction fell back 
about 3 points after an early gain, 
and Electric Bond and Share was in 
supply. United Gas Improvement 
went ahead nearly 4 points at one 
time to 149, within a point of its 
previous high.

SEE FORD INTERESTED 
IN ZEPPELIN. PLAN 


New York, October 19.—(AP)—Rn- 
mors that Henry Ford is one of those 
Dr. Hugo Eckener is attempting to in- 
terest in his plans for a trans-Atlantic 
dirigible mail and passenger service 
were given impetus today by the visit 
to the Graf Zeppelin of William RB. 
Mayo, chief engineer of the Ford com- 
pany. 

Mr. Mayo, in company with several] 
other persons whose identities were 
more closely guarded than his, inspect- 
ed .the big dirigible in the naval han- 
gar at Lakehurst, N. J., yesterday 
and attended a conférence with Dr. 
Eckener and officials of the Goodyear 
Zeppelin company of Akron, Ohio. 

Mr. Mayo denied any negotiations 
had been opened between the Zeppelin 
people and the Ford company. He said 
it was his personal belief, however. 
that such a service as Dr. KEekener 
plans was practicable and could be put 
on a paying basis within a year or 
two, . 

Dr. Eckener estimates it will take at 
least $14,000,000 to launch his project 
for four great air cruisers plying be- 
tween Europe and the United States. 

“Is Mr. Ford interested to the ex- 
tent of financing such a company,’ 
Mr. Mayo was asked. 

“You may say.” he replied, “that 
Mr. Ford is vitally interested in anv 
new form of trans-Atlantic travel and 
especially in this form.” 

Until it is definitely determined how 
long it will take to repair the Zeppelin 
plans for her midwest tour are being 
held in abeyance. It is. not believed, 
however, that the repairs can be com- 
pleted before Tuesday, and since the 
start of the return flight to Germany 
has been tentatively set for Saturday, 
October 27, it is certain the flight 
will not be a long one. 

It has been more or less definitely 
settled that the Zeppelin will cruise to 
Dearborn, Mich. passing over as many 
cities as possible en route, but her 
itinerary after that is problematical. 
Tentative plans are for her to visit 
Chicago and St. Louis, but this will 
depend upon time and ‘weather condi- 
tions.

Indianapolis, Ind,., October 19.—(#) 


pardon for Dr, E. 8S. Shumaker, su- 


perintendent of the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon league, who this morning was 
taken to the state penal farm to be- 
gin serving a 60-day sentence for con- 
tempt of the Indiana supreme court, 

The pardon was issued before Dr. 
Shumaker had reached the state farm 
at Putnamville. It was given, accord- 
ing te Pliny Wolford, secretary to 
the governor, because the governor be- 
lieved the penalty ' ‘excessive.” 

Dr. Shumaker, however, will have 
to pay the $250 fine assessed by the 
supreme court in addition to the 60- 
day sentence. 

The head of the dry league in In- 
diana was found guilty nearly two 
years ago of contempt of the supreme 
court tor statements contained in the 
annual report of the league. ‘The re- 
port criticised thedecisions of mem- 
bers of the court in certain liquor 
cases, 

Shumaker sought for more than two 
years to escape serving the sentence, 
but yesterday abandoned his fight 
against the sentence. 

Putnamville, Ind., October 19.—(4) 
Dr. &. S. Shumaker, Indiana Anti- 
Saloon league head, arrived at the 
state penal farm here today to begin 
serving a 60-day sentence for contempt 
of court, but was notified that the 
governor had issued a pardon for him.

With a view of making electric 
rates uniform and as low as justifia- | 
ble throughout the territories served 
by the Georgia Power company, the 
proposed revision of residential rates 
on electricity to be considered by the 
public service commission on Novem- 


ber 8 has been in the course of study 
for the past two years, M. Price, 
rate expert of the commission, reveal- 
ed Friday. Uniformity of rates is 
sought so as to place the isolated farm 
communities on a fair basis with the 
places which now have lower rates, 
while the commission will study to- 
day's costs so as to reach a judgment 
in the matter of rates in general, Mr. 
Price said. 

The time of the hearing of the elec- 
tric rates has been changed from No- 
vember 6 to November 8, because the 
national election occurs on November 
6, while the gas rate hearing will be 
held on November 7, as originally set. 

To Hear Both Sides. 

commission will give both 
of the case fair consideration, 
realizing that although the power 
company is entitled to a sufficient 
income to provide for expansion of 
its system, at the same time the man 
living in the interior is entitled to 
just as much benefit as the man 
right at the water-power source, Mr. 
Price pointed out. The water power 
is a state resource and is for the 
benefit of all, he said. 

An element entering into the elec- 
tric rate hearing will be the fact 
that since the recent merger of a 
number of interests into the Georgia 
Power company, costs may have been 
reduced by the consolidation, Mr. 
Price said. The rate expert said that 
it has been noticeable to him that 
in the purchase of municipal lighting 
plants es the power company, in 90 
per cent of these cases the price of 
current has been reduced. The mu- 
nicipal plants sometimes charge high 
rates because of the small number 
of consumers and the small size of the 
plant, coupled with the higher up- 
keep, and through its large system 
and the spreading of the cost over a 
Jarge area, the power company is 
able to cut the cost, Mr. Price said. 

Uniformity Is Sought. 

The rate expert pointed out that 
the investigation is not intended to 
bring about a cut in rates that might 
be harmful to the power company and 
cramp the upbuilding of the system 
which a fair return on investment has 
made possible.

U. 0. SUPREME COURT 
T0 DEGIDE RADIO CASE 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by North American News- 
paper Alliance.) 

Washington, October 149.—Radio's 
most celebrated litigation has gone to 
the supreme court of the United 
States for final adjudication after 
dragging through the lower courts 
for more than a decade. 

The highest tribunal in the land, 
having heard legal and scientific ar- 
guments -by a brilliant array of coun- 
sel, must now decide whether it was 
Dr. Lee De Forest or Mayor Edwin 
H. Armstrong who discovered the 
oscillating properties of the’ thbree- 
element tube, which makes modern 
oe broadcasting and reception pos- 
sible 

No one disputes De Forest’s inven- 
tion back in 1906 of thé vacuum tube 
itself, often described as “the heart 
of radio.” An issue of major magui- 
tude; however, has ‘arisen over the 
determination whether De Forest or 
Armstrong. invented the feedback cir- 
cuit. This is the vital element in 
transmission and reception, which 
accounts for the mysterious conver- 
siongvf radio frequencies into audion 
or felephone frequencies. 

The feedback circuit 
pracéticable both for telephony and 
continuous wave telegraphy. It is 
an integral feature of modern wire- 
less construction. 

Applying for a patent in 2913, 
Armstrong obtained’ it from the 
Tnited States patenf office several 
vears later. Meanwhile, De Forest 
was making regenerative and hetero- 
dyne receivers and tube oscillating 
transmitters. Armstrong sued De 
Forest for infringing his patent. 

Judge Julius Mayer in United 
States district court for the southern 
district of New York upheld Arm- 
strong. 

Upen appeal, the court of appeals 
of ‘the second circuit upheld Arm- 
strong in 1922. 

An improvement patent obtained 
by Armstrong was held by the court 
of apneals to be an interférence with 
De Forest's patent. With _ this 
award, De Forest sued in the federal 
court at Philadelphia to cancel tle 
Armstrong patent. Judge Thompson 
held that the patent ought to be can- 
celled. 

Armstrong appealed to the court 
of appeals. That court held for De 
Forest. In another case in Wilming- 
ton, Judge Morris also held for De 
; Forest. Armstrong appealed back 
to the court of appeals in Philadel- 
phia, where another decision for De 
Forest resulted. 

The supreme court now must de- 
cide whether Armstrong or De For- 
est deserves the patent.
